Giuseppe, a place of 6,000 inhabitants. 
All except 2nd of th e people had fled

sem bled in a church to attend mass. 
W hile the priest w as perform ing his 
sacred office the roof fell in and about 
sixty 
persons Were 
badly 
injured. 
T h e se unfortunates w ere four hours 
w itho ut surgical or m edical assistance 
T h e only thing 
left sta n d in g 
in tho 
church w as a sta tu te of St. Anne, the 
preservation of w hich tho poor hom e­ 
less people accepted as a m iracle and 
prom ise 
of deliverance 
from 
their 
peril. 
At Ottajano, five church es and ten 
ho uses fell under tile w eight of ashes 
and cinders, which lie four feet deep 
on 
th e ground. 
In th e 
fall of 
the 
buildings about tw elve persons were 
killed and m any 
w ere injured. 
The 
village is com pletely deserted by its 
people. 
After the evacuation of the 
place the barrack s an d prisons fell in. 
R eports from coast and inland t o w n s 
depict devastation. 
San Giorgio, Cre­ 
m ona, Portici, R esina 
and T orre del 
G reco have been 
alm ost completely 
abandoned. 
T he in h a b ita n ts of T orre 
A nnunziato are p re p a re d to leave at a 
m o m e n t’s w arning. 
Som ina V esuviana is an o th e r village 
th a t h as suffered m ost severely. 


Many Perished in T h e ir Homes. 


T h e most of th e buildings in the vil 
I age 
are of flimsy construction 
and 
have fiat roofs and so a re but poorly 
calculated to hear th e weight of ashes 
and 
cinders th a t 
hav e fallen 
upon 
them . 
Inevitably it will be found that 
a considerable n u m b er of persons have 
perished by the falling of their homes. 
A lthough th e eruption of th e volcano 
is less violent th a n it w as twenty-four 
h o u rs ago the ash es are still falling in 
great quantities.

tho ant hi .'mite coal mine owners and 
their employes to lie held here during 
the day the operators will decline to 
accept the arbitration plan as present­ 
ed last week ny the mine workers and 
will 
in its stead present 
a counter 
proposition which, 
if agreed 
to by 
President Mitchell and 
his men, will 
hind 
each side 
for more than 
two 
years. 
The operators have been work­ 
ing on the new plan 
ever since the 
adjournment of the joint conference of 
last Thursday, and the inability of the 
presidents of the hard coal carrying 
railroads to complete 
minor details 
caused a postponement, of twenty-four 
hours of the 
conference. 
The exact 
nature of the counter proposition was 
not made known by the operators. 
It is said, however, that the offer to 
he made involves an arbitration plan 
very different from the one presented 
by the miners, one that 
will call for 
the settlement of only new grievances 
that may 
he, after an 
impartial in­ 
vestigation has been 
made, found to 
exist. 
The operators 
still maintain 
the position that the miners in their 
demands have not called attention to 
anything that has 
not already been 
passed upon by the 
anthracite coal 
strike commission. 
There is a strong 
impression among the 
miners’ com­ 
mittee that the operators will propose 
that President Roosevelt be requested 
to summon the strike commission to 
review the entire controversy. 
They 
decline, however, to indicate how they 
would receive tin* suggestion. 
The operators’ representatives were 
in close conference 
most of the day 
and promise that 
unless something 
unforeseen should occur they will Im 
ready with their answer to tho min­ 
ers’ arbitration plan 
when the con 
ferenco is held. 
The reason given for 
the postponement was that the large 
coal companies desired to obtain tile 
sentiment of all the independent opera­ 
tors before they drew up their formal 
answer. 
President Mitchell announced during 
the evening that the last of the bitum­ 
inous coal operators in the Pittsburg 
district who had held out against the 
I finn wage agreement 
had signed tile 
scale. 
This action, he said, clears up 
the Western 
Pennsylvania territory, 
and means that to,ODO men in that ter­ 
ritory who produced from 35,POO,OOO 
to -IO,non.OOO 'tons 
of soft coal a year 
will receive an increase 
of 5.55 per 
cent in wages.
